there is a portrait of William Hedwood, son 
of tho founder, who wns born in Newport in 
1731.

and to bo looking at oneself in the mirror." 
Tuo picture is an excellent ono and full of 
fine points, but it is hung too high. 


Tho portrait of Governor Coddington is a 


good deal nfter tho manner of Copley. 
It is 


a copy from the original in tho City Hall. 
Coddi'ictou purchased tlio i^lond nr Annirl 
jj^ok oi the Inil:s^s, in his owu uuuiu, for 
himself ami associates. 
Ho was the first 


judge, and chief magistrate of tho colony, 
nnd was ouco elecled deputy governor arid 
three times filled tho ofllco of governor 
He has been charged with an attempt at 
usurpation, or at least of having such n 
design at heart, aud antiquarians aro divided 
in opinion as to his motive in going to 
England to obtain, if possible, a commission 
for lifo ns governor. 
Coddington was a 


Quaker, but his dress was too courtly for 
one of that persuaoion, being no loss than 
n full-boltom wig, a flowing coat of light 
blue,sivord aud chapeau.
